Clemente killed 
on mercy flight 
to Managua 


SAN JUAN, P.R.(AP) -Puerto Rico's 


governor-elect canceled festivities for 
his inauguration today as the island 
joined the U.S. sports world in mourn- 
ing Pittsburgh Pirate outfielder Roberto 
Clemente. 


The 38-year-old Puerto Rican athlete 


— whose long, lashing bat. speedy 
baserunning and leaping catches 
earned him about $150.000 a year — was 
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of a plane taking off with relief supplies 
for earthquake victims at Managua, 
Nicaragua. Four others aboard the 
plane also died in the crash. 


Gov.-elect Rafael Hernandez Colon 


canceled the inaugural ball and all other 
social activities of his swearing-in. He 
takes over today from Gov. Louis A. 
Ferre, who ordered three days of official 
mourning. 


"He was one of the greatest persons I 


knew." said John Gallbreath, the 
Pirates' board chairman. "If you have to 
die, how better could your death be 
exemplified than on a mission of 
mercy?" 


Bill Virdon, the Pirates' manager, 


predicted baseball reporters would vote 
Clemente into the Cooperstovvn, N.Y.. 
Hall of Fame as soon as the five-year 
waiting period is up. 


"His marvelous playing skills rank 


him among the truly elite," said Baseball 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn. "And what 
a wonderfully good man he was.... He 
had about him the touch of royalty." 


Clemente was named on Christmas 


Eve to head Puerto Rico's earthquake- 
relief effort. He had visited Nicaragua a 
few weeks before as manager of an 
amateur baseball team participating in 
a tournament at Managua. 


Sources at the San Juan airport said 


the four-engine DC7 plunged into the 
ocean as it was making a sharp left bank 
after takeoff. The plane was owned by a 
San Juan air-cargo operator. 


Six-foot waves hampered the search 


in waters a mile and a half north of the 
airport. The Coast Guard said a suitcase 
and some wreckage was found and the 
search was to continue today. 


A Port Authority official said the 


other occupants of the plane were Jerry 
Geisel, the pilot; Arthur Rivera, copilot 
and owner; Rafael Matias, the flight 


engineer, and a radio newsman iden- 
tified only as Lozano. 


Clemente played his 18th season for 


the Pirates in 1972. They had paid the 
Dodgers $4,000 to draft the then obscure 
young player from Montral in 1954. 


His lifetime batting average was .318, 


and he won four National League bat- 
ting titles while averaging better than 
.300 for 13 seasons. 


He was named the National League's 


most valuable player in 1966 and 12 
times to the league's all-star team. 


In 1971, he was named outstanding 


player of the World Series for hitting 
.414 while Pittsburgh beat the Baltimore 
Orioles. 


Last season, Clemente's average was 


.312 for 102 games, and he made the 
3,000th hit of his career. It was a 
fourth-inning double on Sept. 30 at 
Pittsburgh's Three Rivers Stadium 
against the New York Mets. 


Clemente was the l l t h man in 


major-league baseball to get 3,000 hits.

Hanoi bombing heavier 
than London's in blit 


NEW YORK (AP) — Retired Brig. 


Gen. Telford Taylor, who was in Hanoi 
with three other Americans recently 
during intensive U.S. bombing attacks, 
says: "You can drive for miles through 
Hanoi and not see any damage and then 
suddenly come upon a virtual desert." 


"The bombing is quite heavier than 


anything I was under in London" during 
World War II, Tavlor said. He added 


that the total destruction was not so 
great because incindiary bombs were 
not used on Hanoi. 


"What you see in Hanoi is nowhere 


near what you saw in London or Ger- 
many right after the war," said Taylor, 
who was chief U.S. prosecutor at the 
Nuernberg war-crimes trials. 


He said the recent Hanoi raids caused 


"extensive but concentrated" destruc- 
tion of many nonmilitary facilities. 


"We saw a hospital, housing 


developments, residential areas as well 
as airports shattered and virtually 
erased." Taylor told a news conference 
Monday after their fvo-week stay in the 
North Vietnamese capital. 


Taylor, now a professor of law at 


Columbia University, returned Sunday 
night with folksmger Joan Baez; the 


Rev. Michael Allen, associate dean of 
the Yale University Divinity School, 
and Barry Romo, national coordinator 
of the Vietnam Veterans Against the 
War. 


The group carried Christmas mail to 


American prisoners of warand returned 
with 600 letters from the POWs in North 
Vietnam plus 30 from.men said to be 
held by the Viet Cong in South Vietnam. 
Their trip was sponsored by the Com- 
mittee of Liaison with Families of Ser- 
vicemen Detained in North Vietnam. 


The group visited 13 prisoners of war 


in a camp in Hanoi after one of the raids 
and found the men repairing a roof that 
had been damaged by shrapnel. Miss 
Baez said prisoners told her that fellow 
inmates had been injured in the raids.

SAIGON (AP) —American warplanes 


resumed attacks on North Vietnam's 
southern panhandle below the 20th 
parallel today after a 36-hour halt for 
New Year's, the U.S. Command an- 
nounced. 


The bombing halt above the 20th 


parallel, which includes Hanoi and 
Haiphong, remained in effect. It was 
ordered by President Nixon on Saturday 
in preparation for the resumption of 
secret peace negotiations in Paris next 
Monday. 


A communique said air operations 


over North Vietnam resumed at 1 p.m. It 
gave no details, but U.S. officials said 
the bombers were attacking supply 
routes below the 20th parallel to slow 
the annual dry-season push of war 
materiel across the demilitarized zone 
and througl* Laos into South Vietnam. 


The U.S. Command also reported that 


bombing operations were resumed in 
South Vietnam at dusk Monday after a 
24hour holiday halt. 


The pattern was the same during the 


Christmas ceasefire, and again there 
was no explanation why the halt m 
North Vietnam lasted 12 hours longer. 


The Command said that, from dusk 


Monday until dawn today, U.S. planes 
made 44 strikes in South Vietnam, all 
but two of them in the northern Quarter 
of the country below the DMZ. 


During the bombing cessation in 


South and North Vietnam, U.S. air 
attacks shifted to the Ho Chi Minh Trail 
m eastern Laos, Hanoi's main supply 
route southward, and to supply lines 
and base camps m Cambodia, the 
Command said 


U.S. planes also f!cw missions in 


support of Laotian forces battling North 
Vietnamese troops in the Plain of Jars, 
in northeast Laos, the communique 
said. 


The Command refused to say what 


type of planes were raiding the North 
Vietnamese panhandle or to list spec ifu 
targets.

Strange orange soil from moon 
might be analyzed by UW chemist

MADISON, Wis. (AP) — Some of that 


unusual orange soil brought back from 
the moon by the Apollo 17 astronauts 
may end up in Madison under analysis 
to determine what minute traces of 
elements it contains. 


The material was identified last week 


by scientists at the Manned Spacecraft 
Center in Houston as mostly glass. 


But the scientists said they had not 


decided whether the glass was formed 
from vapors esc aping from the moon or 
from rocks which had melted and had 
been spewed from a lunar volcano. 


That's where Larry Haskin, 38. a 


chemistry professor at the University of 
Wisconsin, might come in. 


Haskin has Ueen mvoK ed in the space 


program since 1965. and has been 
analyzing moon rocks for trace 
elements since Apollo 11 astronauts 
Neil Armstrong and Edwin Aldrin Jr. 
brought back the first samples. 


Haskin said it had not been decided 


whether the university would get any of 
the orange soil to analyze, but that 
lookingattraceelementsin the material 
could help determine its origin. 


Different trace elements would bo 


present if the glassy soil condensed from 
gases rather than havmc solidified from 
molten rock, Haskin said. 


"Hither way. you would expec t trace 


elements to toll you something about 
the material," Haskin added. 


He said he would be especially 


interested to check the soil for tr,ic es of 
zinc, cadmium and mere ury 


But scrutinizing the mysterious soil is 


actually peripheral to the major goal of 
s< lentists analy/mg moon rocks, whu h 
is to understand the more common 
lunar materials, Haskin said 


Haskin said he has been studying 


more than 30 rocks from the Apollo 15 
mission, trying to relate them to each 
other chemically. 


"They're a little difficult to unders- 


tand," Haskin said. 


Most lunar rocks simply solidified 


from molten material, he explained Hut 
the Apollo 15 astroncuts brought back 
some breccia specimms. which are 
rocks consisting of particles pressed 
together, he said. 


Haskin expressed no worry of having 


iimeop his hands because Apollo 17 was 
the last scheduled moon landing. 


"Obviously, we are disappointed that 


the initial scries of missions was not 
finished," he said. "In another sense, we 
have been driving very hard for three 
years and we need a breather to^do some 
problemoriented research " 


About all that scientists have h.icl .1 


chance to do thus far. he said, h.is been 
to catalog materials brought from the 
moon and sketc h out some- of the rough 
relationships between them 


"There is an awful lot to do vl if we 


are even to understand the broad ,i^ 
peels of the moon's composition." 
Haskin said. "We could c o n t i n u e ' 
studying our present samples for 
another 20 years and still be learning 
things." 


He expressed regret that onlv one- 


landing was made in the l u n . i r 
highlands, an 'irea comprising more 
than three-fourths the moon's surface-. 


Haskin said he plans to propose some 


now avenufs of analysis to fill in missing 
links in the understanding of the moon 


Haskin's studies are getting $90.000 a 


year from the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration 


He said he expects to continue his 


study of moon rocks for at least three 
years with NASA funding 


Among the "spin-offs" of chemical 


analysis of moon rocks, Haskin said, is 
development of sensitive measuring 
equipment 


The equipment, he.said, can measure- 


as iittle as one-billionth of a gram of 
material, and can help study pollution 
levels of mother earth.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am 70 and a. 


physical checkup showed I have a 
"vaginal prolapse." The doctor advised 
an operation. However. I have no pain 
whatever. 


What will happen if 1 don't have this' 


operation? What organ is it that pro- 
trudes from my vagina? Otherwise I am 
in good health. — E.L. 


This prolapse, or sagging, is the result 


of relaxation and weakening of tissues 
which support the vagina and adjacent 
organs. This results from age or from 
the stress of childbirth, or both. 


The bladder is the protrusion. You 


fort so far. Usually when the bladder is 
thus out of normal position it does not 
empty completely and there is a 
puddling of the remaining urine. 


This usually results sooner or latter 


in irritation and infection. Once urinary 
infections develop, they often can 
prove difficult to overcome. 


Your prolapse condition will not 


improve as time passes; more likely it 
will worsen. Since otherwise you are in 
generally good condition and your 
doctor advised an operation. I think 
you should heed his advice. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have a problem 


with constipation. I am in my early 20s. 
It has gotten to where my bowels will 
not move without the aid of a laxative, 
but I am afraid to take too many of 
them. 


I am a small person. Could this have 


anything to do with it? Could this be a 
symptom of cancer? Can you suggest 
some way for me to get regular without 
using a laxative? — S.W. 


Laxative habit, eh? It's not uncom- 


mon. 


It isn't your size. After all. tiny 


babies' bowels work all right, don't 
they? And constipation doesn't mean 
cancer. 


Yes, the laxative habit can be broken 


if you learn the simple facts about how 
a normal bowel is supposed to behave. 
A daily movement is not necessary. 
Most people who use laxatives just 
don't understand that. More bulk in the 
diet such as fruit and vegetables is 
important. For a starter, I suggest that 
you follow the suggestions in my 
booklet, "The Way to Stop Constipa- 
tion."

Dear Dr. Thosteson: What is per- 


nicious anemia and is there any cure 
aside from vitamin B-12 to be had? —

Pernicious anemia is a disease that 


results from lack of a substance called 
"intrinsic factor" which is necessary to 
enable the body to extract vitamine 
B-12 from our food. 


There is no known cure for the 


disease — but it can be prevented from 
doing any harm by giving adequate 
doses of vitamin B-12, usually given by 
injection 
periodically. 
Injections 


generally are given about once a 
month, which may be a nuisance — but 
it is a vast improvement over the way 
things were a few decades ago, before 
the B-12 treatment was discovered. 
Before that, the disease was always 
fatal. 


In the very early days of successful 


treatment, large doses of liver extract 
were given, but later it was discovered 
that B-12 was the part of the liver 
extract which was essentially needed. 
So today treatment of a pernicious 
anemia patient is usually pretty easy.

by the Commission, the International 
Magazine Service of the Mid-Atlantic 
will be required to change its manner of 
selling long-term magazine subscrip-

tions without actually admitting it, 
violated the law. 


IMS is a franchise of Periodical 


Publishers Service Bureau Inc.. a sub- 
sidiary of the Hearst Corporation. In 
January, 1971, the three firms were 
charged by the FTC with numerous 
deceptive practices. A series of public 
hearings on the matter is temporarily in 
recess. 


The consent order removes IMS from 


the case and leaves only the two other 
firms still facing charges. Other large 
firms, including Cowles Communica- 
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tions. Time Inc. and the old Curtis 
specially selected persons, 
A-ll 


Publishing Co.. signed similar consent 
orders in prior years. 


Although IMS operates mostly in the 


Eust and South from its hose'in Bal- 
timore, its practices are similar to those 
formerly used by the large firms men- 
tioned above and those presently used 
by smaller firms throughout the 
country. 


A look at some of the practices 


prohibited by the consent order gives 
an idea of how these schemes are con- 
ducted. IMS is prohibited from:

— Attempting to harass or intimidate 


customers by phone in order to make 
them pay any account.

They also made 
plans to carry out another of their 
responsibilities which is to "devise 
guidelines for evaluating images of 
women communicated through LCA 
materials and refer these guidelines to 
churchwide staff for implementation." 


The committee will report to the LCA 


Executive Council and the 1974 LCA 
convention. 


It is expected to consult with similar 


task groups in the American Lutheran 
Church and the Lutheran Church-Mis- 
souri Synod in carrying out its respon- 
sibilities.

Q: 1 have a metal roof on both front 


and back porches. Would it be practical 
to cover them with outdoor carpeting? 
1 can't stand the noise up there when it 
rains. Almost like being inside a drum. 
— Milwaukee. 


A: Carpeting would certainly deaden 


the tin, all right. Although a little 
unusual, I see no reason at all why you 
can't do it. However, remember this. 
Even with a rubber padding, the carpet 
will soak up and retain moisture far 
longer than the tin roof. So make extra 
sure the flashings that cover the joint 
between roofs and siding are absolutely 
tight, and that there are no leaks or 
even weak spots in the roofs. 


Q. I would like to touch up a lot of 


very noticeable scratches in our wood- 
work. The color is orange shellac. How 
do I go about this? The scratches don't 
have to be filled; just made unnoticea- 
ble. — WestAllis, Wis. 


A: Get a small can of fresh orange 


shellac. Pour out a little and thin it 
about 25 per cent with alcohol. Then 
apply it to the scratches with a small 
pointed artist's brush. Two or perhaps 
three treatments may be needed; 
perhaps not. You can also treat with 
scratch-removing applicators, availa- 
ble in practically every natural finish 
color ip most hardware and paint 
stores.

Secret purchases of land by state is claimed 


MILWAUKEE (AP) — The chief of 


the Wisconsin Transportation Depart- 
ment says he will look into reports that 
subordinates have been secretly buying 
land for the state in anticipation of 
expressway projects. 


Published reports of such purchases 


were accompanied during the holiday 
weekend by demands from expressway 
critics foran investigation of the matter. 


Highway officials who were ques- 


tioned about the reports defended the 
reasoning behind the purchases. They 
said the practice can save taxpayers 
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from more expensive purchases in the 
future, and can help landowners whose 
property values are decreasing because 
of construction forecasts. 


They denied the purchases are 


specifically intended to commit the 
state to further expressway building. 


The state was reported Sunday to 


have spent nearly $1 million to acquire 
260 acres of land in M i l w a u k e e . 
Waukesha and Washington counties in 
the path of a proposed belt freeway west 
and south of Milwaukee 


The state also was reported to have 


spent $20,000 for property on the city's 
North Side in the path of a Stadium 
Freeway extension. The extension is 
one of several expressway projects 
which the city and environmental 
groups are opposing. 


Norman Clapp. state transportation 


secretary, said money-saving invest- 
ment in belt freeway purchases can be 
justified because a preliminary corridor 
for the bypass has received approval 
from county, state and federal officials. 


But he said he intends to check out the 


reported Stadium Freeway purchase. 
The city has obtained a promise from 
Milwaukee County and Gov. Patrick J. 
Lucey that inner citv expressway needs 
will be reviewed before roadwork 
proceeds. 


"If there is any right of way being 


acquired" in the city. Clapp said. "I 
would sav this is contrary to specific 
directions from this department." 


Highway officials said some of the 


purchases involve a hardship clas-

ors. But the IRA denied this, and local 
opinion was that they were the victims 
of Protestants from Northern Ireland. 


Their deaths raised to seven the 


number killed by terrorist gunmen or 
bombs in the republic in three months.

when 197.Ts first death by violence in 
Northern Ireland was recorded. 


A burst of automatic fire sent 15 to 20 


bullets into a car in which four men were 
driving to work at a Rolls Royce plant 
near Belfast.

chose to take advantage of the new 
federal early retirement program in the 
postal service for persons at least 50 
years of age and with 20 or more years 
of service. 


He began his term as postmaster on 


Jan. 1, 1956, when the late Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy recommended him for the 
post. Sumnicht then was able to get the 
highest score in a civil service 
examination and the late President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower appointed him, 
with the Democratic-controlled Senate 
confirming the appointment in August, 
1958. 


"So I'm sort of a bipartisan post- 


master, I would say," he said. 


Sumnicht is the third high Appleton

Holiday blues real

WINNEBAGO — Felt slightly let down New 


Year's Day without quite knowing why? 


Well, chances are you were normal, even if 


you weren't too heavily into the celebration the 
night before. 


There's nothing unusual about the post 


holiday mini-blues. Most everyone, including 
psychiatrists, gets them to some extent, says a 
Winnebago State Hospital psychiatrist. 


"The business of 'tis the season to be jolly' 


and all of that is a bit of a fantasy view of 
Christmas," according to Dr. Darold A. Tref- 
fert. "When it's over, we may all wind up feeling 
a little gypped." 


There is apt to be a natural letdown at the 


end of an event that most people look forward 
to as eagerly as they do Christmas. 


"Beyond that," Treffert said, "there's what I 


call the 'Is That All There Is?' syndrome, where 
Christmas somehow didn't quite live up to our 
expectations of what it was going to be." 


Maybe the kids had the flu, someone was 


grouchy and the toy train didn't work like the 
catalog said it was supposed to. 


"Of the fantasies that surround all our 


holidays," the psychiatrist noted, "there is m ore 
of an aura about Christmas, going all the way 
back to childhood when it was a time of great 
anticipation." 


Increasingly, he believes, people "are 


experiencing an emptiness at Christmastime 
that they think ought not to be there." 


Some maintain it's because Christ has been 


left out of Christmas; others think it has to do 
with the hypocrisy of a world in turmoil but 
talking once a year about "peace on earth, good 
will to men." 


Treffert said another dynamic contributing 


to "day after doldrums" is that Christmas 
brings many families a little closer together 
than at any other time of the year. 


"Then there is the morning after feeling that 


this has now come to an end, that it's back to 
business as usual, which produces all over 
again an actual or psychological distance 
among members of the family." 


Treffert said the few days at year's end, like 


birthdays, are benchmarks of life, a time for 
looking both backward and forward. 


"Then some fairly universal dynamics occur. 


When we look backward, we have this sense of 
what might have been rather than what ac- 
tually was —and what might have been seems 
to outweigh what was." 


The psychiatrist said the resulting resolve to 


do better is healthy. 


He said post-holiday and birthday let-downs 


tend to increase as we get older and realize that 
there are fewer Christmases, New Year's Eves 
and birthdays left to us. 


Treffert described the traditional New Year's 


Eve ritual as "a bit of an overdeterminecl 
response to reality," and its alcoholic overtones 
as an attempt "to anesthetize ourselves against 
having to face another benchmark in our lives. 


"Most of us." he added, "would rather spend 


New Year's Eve with a lot of other people than 
by ourselves, because in the company of others 
there is some kind of dilution of the symbolic 
gravity of the moment. 


"The revelry bit serves as a sort of group 


reassurance that what's ahead is going to turn 
out a!! right, and I suppose that the dynamics of 
that are okay. 


"But 
our way of coming at New Year's Eve- 


tends to make the moment a rather cheap one 
by ritualizing it in a way that doesn't really befit 
the occasion. 


"My feeling about that." Treffert added, "is 


that I see so many people who live only in the 
past and bypass what's happening at present." 


Treffert said the mentally healthy person, on 


New Year's Eve or at any other time, is the one 
who can savor the good things of the past, 
enjoy the present and look forward to the 
unknown future without undue apprehension.

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Solid waste plan 
for county to

A total solid waste disposal plan for 


Outagamie County is expected to be 
submitted to the state Department of 
Natural Resources for approval soon, 
Supv. Joseph DeBruin, chairman of the 
county board's zoning committee, told 
members of the coordinating commit- 
tee and town and village officials this 
morning. 


DeBruin said County Planner Robert 


Stadel is completing the final pages of 
the plan, which includes provisions for 
handling both urban and rural waste 
problems. 


DeBruin's report came partially in 


response to a question from William 
VanBoxtel Sr.. Town of Oneida chair- 
man, who said the town is in serious 
danger of having its sanitary landfill 
site closed by the DNR. "We're operat- 
ing without a license." VanBoxtel said. 


DeBruin cautioned that while a plan 


for rural solid waste service will be 
submitted to the DNR for approval 
soon, it probably will take several years 
to completely implement the plan. 


At the same time, DeBruin said his 


committee was aware of the problem 
faced by the Town of Oneida and has 
discussed it with DNR representatives. 
But, he added, they first want to solve 
similar problems faced by the City of 
New London and the Village of Sliioc- 
ton. "Those have top priority," DeBruin 
said, "Then we will take up yours." 


VanBoxtel replied, "In the meantime, 


just hold down the DNR." 


While DeBruin felt it would take 


several years to completely impoement 
a rural refuse pickup service. County 
Board Chairman Russell DeLaHunt 
saw it coming faster if there were a 
demand for it. "Can we deny service if 
they need it now?" he asked. 


DeBruin said that as soon as the 


question of a site for the solid waste 
shredder was resolved either a single 
meeting or a series of meetings would 
be held with local officials to outline 
what the county's plans are and to get 
local reaction. 


In other action, the coordinating 


committee endorsed a resolution that 
would spell out putting the county 
planner jointly under the control of the 
county executive and the zoning com- 
mittee.

Mr. Lucey and the university 


Several recent governors of Wisconsin have had reservations 


about the restlessly expansionist aspirations of the state-sup- 
ported higher education system. But none of them undertook to 
enter a faculty meeting to explain his ideas as Gov. Lucey did 
when he addressed the faculty of the Madison campus recently. 


The governor's unprecedented bearding on its own ground of 


what is easily the most prestigious and influential section of the 
state government's services may have been rash. As he put it, 
criticizing the university is akin, in politics, to criticizing 
Wisconsin milk or cheese. It is a hazardous undertaking, and 
thus the governor is entitled to the fullest understanding of his 


The careful reader of his carefully prepared speech must 


conclude that he is worried about these matters, not necessarily 
in any set order: 


The University may be subordinating its teaching mission, its 


true excuse for being, for less than prudent disbursements in 
other directions, including a plush ratio of administrative cost 
that has seemingly nettled the governor and his advisors more 
than any other complaint. 


The University's enrollment projections have been unfor- 


tunately vulnerable, and when they are disclosed to be 
erroneous, its officers nevertheless insist on spending power 
based on the discredited rate of growth. 


Its managers have not accepted in good faith the legitimate 


expectation of the state administration that it achieve greater 
productivity after a long period of virtually unchallenged 
acceptance of its financial proposals. 


Finally, as the governor sees it, the budget adjustments 


reluctantly made are being applied in a fashion that appears to 
be designed to be most hurtful to him as political leader. 


Why the dramatic emphasis upon the University budget, its 


friends may ask? The reason is its giant size. If the governor 
cannot achieve his "productivity" gains there, he will lose his 
case entirely. Yet before any constituents assume that he is 
unfairly penurious or discriminatory, let them remember that 
the University has prospered mightily with state tax dollars. Mr. 
Lucey explains that last year Wisconsin ranked seventh in the 
country in per capita state tax spending for higher education. 
This year Wisconsin ranks fourth. Four years ago the legislative 
spending authorization for higher education showed a 16 per 
cent rise. During the current two year period the spending 
increase is 42 per cent, against 23 per cent nationally. 


The governor adds that Wisconsin is 16th among the states in 


population, and ranks 27th in per capita income, but maintains 
the fourth largest public university system in America. 


There are the realities that must be considered as the people of 


Wisconsin contemplate the conflict between the University and- 
the state administration. 


The lesson from Korea 


There has been considerable disillusion with the "Adminis- 


trative Democracy" which President Park Chung Hee calls his 
system of controlled government in South Korea. But part of the 
semantic problem stems from the American insistence on 
terminology and instant Americanization of everything. 


Park seized power in a military coup in 1961 after American 


pressure to a large extent had forced democracy upon the 
country of Syngman Rhee who simply didn't believe in it. Park 
said all the right things about general elections, civil rights and 
constitutional rule. He just fit the constitution to his own ideas 
of how to hang on to power. 


In 1962 that meant a limitation of two terms for the president. 


In 1969, two years before that provision would have terminated 
Park's rule, the constitution was changed to permit three terms. 
Since Park's Democratic Republican party (now shouldn't that 
appeal to Americans?) lost seats in the National Assembly in 
1971, it wasn't likely that he could change the constitution again. 
Instead he declared martial law and this week is being 
inaugurated for a fourth term since obviously government as 
usual can't go on in the midst of such national turmoil. 


Aside from the obvious fact that Park wants to run the 


country, there is the matter of new efforts toward accommoda- 
tion and even reunification of the South and the Communist 
North. The United States still has 40,000 troops in Korea and 
presumably has some interest in how relations between the two 
parts of the country develop. We lost quite a few men in the 
police action to give the South Koreans the right to choose their 
own government or, more accurately, to prevent another hunk 
of territory falling to what in those days we believed to be the 
monolithic Communist monster. China and Russia also are 
likely to have some interest in the discussions although they 
may have been caught by surprise as much as Washington was 
by the proposal last summer. Clearly Park is determined to go on 
seeking status for himself whatever the big powers decide ought 
to be clone about Korea. 


But whatever Americans feel about their strong preference for 


the democratic ideal, for civil rights, freedom of speech including 
political opinions, and the right and ability to put out of office 
those who grab too much power, it simply may not fit the 
traditions and culture of every people in the world right away. 
What we do have to do is stop parroting our every action, 
particularly our military actions, as still saving the world for 
democracy. If we didn't so loosely toss around such terms we 
wouldn't be so acutely embarrassed with regimes we have 
hacked in countries like Greece, Spain, and numerous Latin 
American countries. We wouldn't have so much trouble proving 
that the Communists use the terms just as crioneously either. 
We might even be able to stay away from such quagmires as 
Vietnam. 


A few weeks ago the South Korean Foreign Minister blithely 


told Washington newsmen that "our system is your system too 
. . .we would like to show the whole world that our system is 
belter suited (than communism) for the development of 
mankind." Maybe it is.

General Accounting Office, an arm of Congress, examine the 
Navy's estimates of relocating Project S.mgume in Texa:. from 
the forests of Northern Wisconsin and its total cost estimate for 
the submarine communications system. 


The Navy's figures have wandered all over the lot. almost in 


step with opposition winch h.is been mounted against Sanguine 
in Wisconsin. It was once a $1 billion deal. But more recent 
estimates have a wide r.inge of from $22.'{ million to $518 million. 


Because of opposition in Wisconsin mainly because of en- 


vironmental destruction, the Navy a few months ago said Texas 
might be a better place for Sanguine. But the Navy says the 
move would result in a cost of from 10 to M per cent more. Aspin 
asks how this can be since the Navy's own figures say labor and 
materials would be 14 pet cent lower in Texas, cost of eliminat- 
ing interference on telephones and television would be 30 per 
cent lower and cost of clearing land would bo 10 per cent lower. 


The Wisconsin congressional delegation should ride herd on 


this project. If it really works and is needed, the wide open 
spaces of Texas is a fine place for it. The danger now is that, like 
so many defense projects, Project Sanguine will roll ahead with 
its own weight with the explanation that so much money has 
been spent that it cannot be halted or moved.

ey having his problems with veterans 


MADISON — The dispute between Gov. 


Lucey and the head of the state Department of 
Veterans' Affairs that flared into statehouse 
news dispatches during the executive budget 
hearings has been resolved on the face of it. But 
the underlying cause of the rare display of 
annoyance and reprimand of the governor 
toward one of his chief subordinates remains. 


A basic element in the episode is the fact that 


the governor's relations with the major 
veterans' organizations on the issue of the 
state's obligation to them in service and 


The >ssue is not a new one, nor is the Lucey 


problem more severe than that which 
confronted other recent governors. .Former 
Gov. Warren Knowles a few years earlitr had 
his troubles, and for approximately the same 
causes. 


Resentments were deep 


The veterans' groups and their informal 


lobbying alliance have never been quite con- 
tent with the state program of special benefits 
to men and women who have had war service. 
Resentments a year ago were so open and deep 
that some of the Lucey loyalists in the Assem- 
bly who supported the administration's fiscal 
position on the Department of Veterans' Affairs 
budget were embarrassed by retaliatory poli- 
tical action in some of the local legislative 
districts. 


That they continue is evident. The current 


edition of the Wisconsin Veteran, the publica- 
tion of the Wisconsin Department of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, carries a prominent 
headline asserting the governor's public airing 
of a dispute with Moses shows an "anti- veteran 
attitude" by the state administration. 


Fundamentally, the quarrel relates to the 


conviction that when the s'ate in anticipation 
of the return of service men and women of 
World War II enacted an assistance program by 
boosting the state liquor tax, that revenue 
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programs in perpetuity. 


In fact, the income has not been so dedicated. 


It has been pooled with other state receipts in 
the state treasury and the biennial state budget 
draws upon the whole for the spending 
authorizations of the many operating agencies, 
the veterans' department included. 


When Moses' original budget proposal did 


not include the kind of a Vietnam assistance 
program that the current applications (for 
housing loans, as a principal example) appeared 
to warrant, the governor publicly criticized the 
department chief. 


Moses and the veterans' groups had assumed 


that the new appropriation requirement would 
be submitted separately, for independent 
legislative consideration, which is orecisely 
what the present governor wishes to av oid even 


as his predecessors wanted to avoid it — and did 
so in fact. 


Dangerous politics 


The separate veterans' bill roll call would be 


dangerous politics. Wrapped up in the general 
funding budget, the issue could be managed 
more effectively, in the administration view. 


A more subtle aspect of the friction is the 


unique position of Moses as administrative 
chief of the Department of Veterans' Affairs. 
The law describes him as "secretary" of the 
agency. Some of the "secretaries" in the top 
ciuiiniUbUaiui luipb ali liic Capiiul alt- lined 
subordinates of the governor, available at his 
beck and call, and subject to retention or 
dismissal at his wish. 


But Moses is not one of them. Indeed, his 


tenure is unusual if not quite unique. He serves 
as the administrator of policy drafted by a 
board named by the governor. But he holds his 
place under the civil service merit system, in 
effect. Probably if Moses has a political 
preference it is Democratic. But at least one 
opinion of an attorney general has construed 
the law creating his office as intending that he 
shall hold it during good behavior and that he 
can be removed only for cause. 


Thus in the case of conflict, Lucey must work 


through the members of the policy board, 
which he has now done in effect in the budget 
flare-up.

Parents teach 
children to lie 


We teach children to lie first by 


teaching them to lie for us. "Tell the 
man I'm not at. home," we say, when 
the child answers the phone. At first he 
is astonished at this bare-faced lie; then 
he accepts it: finally, he embraces it for 
himself. 


Samuel Johnson, though never a 


parent, understood this quite well. 
Boswcll reports that Johnson went to 
his library in the garret without telling 
his servant that he wanted to study 
without interruption — for he would 
not allow his servant to say he was not 
at home when he really was. 


"A servant's strict regard for truth." 


Johnson said, "must be weakened by 
such a practice. A philosopher may 
know that it is merely a form of denial: 
but few servants are such nice distm- 
guishers. If I .u custom a servant to tell 
a lie for me, have I not reason to 
apprehend that he will tell many lies for 
himself?" 


And even fewer children than ser- 


vants are such "nice distinguishers." 
We try to mollify their native honesty 
and candor by explaining about "fibs" 
and "white" lies, and how they differ 
from "black" lies, but the child only 
picks up the underlying fact that we tell 
the truth when it is convenient, and 
withhold the truth when it is not 


I never cease to be appalled at h:>w 


frequently .uul c.isually parents will 
Ivtr.iy a child's trust. "Of course that 
doctor1., noodle won't hurl you." they 
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a thing" Then the pain of hetr.iyal 
hurts worse, and far longer, than the 
needle, and the child is permanently 
anesthesi/ed against t h a t parent's 
promises. 


,' 


Worse than this, as Johnson recog- 


nized, the child then begins to tell lies 
on his own behalf; truth becomes 
subordinate to expediency and self 
service and escaping the consequences 
of one's actions. And the parent is 
perplexed about the child's "deceitful- 
ness." 


There are. of course, things that 


children should not know and should 
not be told; I am not advocating a 
foolish 
frankness 
beyond 
their 


comprehension. But a lie is the worst 
possible way of turning back premature 
curiosity; far better to say, "I will tell 
you when I think you are ready to hear 
it." or some such formula, than to fill 
the child's ear with plausible nonsense 
that he will subsequently reject and 
resent. 


Every child is born with truth in him; 


what we call "rearing" is largely a 
process of corruption, of making him 
conform to the lies we find palatable 
and comfortable and convenient. Lying 
is not a human instinct, but a social 
institution —and those we train to lie 
for us can scarcely be reprobated when 
they begin cunningly to lie for them- 
selves.

Vietnamization 
is tricky phrase 


"WHT CANT I EVER HEAR THE CROWD SCREAMING. 'GIVE 'EM HELL, DICKIE!'?" 


The sharpening criticism of our 


bombing of military targets in the north 
brings up the metaphysical weakness 
of Vietnamization. That weakness is 
the suggestion in it of trickery, of the 
use of semantical devices to obscure 
essential relationships: of the resort to a 
fictitious nomenclature for the sake of 
trying to give substance to a phoney set 
of arrangements. 


A genuine Vietnamization would 


give to the South Vietnamese the 
means of carrying on the war in their 
own self-defense with reference only to 
those military limitations the United 
States would inflict on itself. That 
means, in effect, withholding from the 
South Vietnamese nuclear weaponry. 
But nothing short of that. 


The whole world is heavily mobilized 


to criticize the "American" decision to 
resume the bombing. Mr. Nixon did 
nothing to conceal that it was an 
American decision. In fact, it should 
have been a Vietnamese decision. 
When the negotiations in Paris broke 
down, it was South Vietnam that was 
once again endangered. It was accord- 
ingly South Vietnam that should have 
made the critical decision to resume the 
bombing. 


Should replace Americans 


Granted, under existing circum- 


stances, the bombs, the bombers, and 
the bomber pilots would necessarily be 
Americans (for the most part); but they 
should be viewed as technicians, put at 
the disposal of the South Vietnamese, 
for limited purposes. Eventually, the 
men themselves would be replaced by 
Vietnamese pilocs, even 
as 
the 


American helicopter pilots have been 
substantially replaced. When that 
transformation had taken place, the 
South Vietnamese would have direct 
control over United States airplanes 
even as the North Vietnamese have 
direct control over Russian tanks and 
Russian anti-aircraft equipment. 


This is the missing dimension in 


Vietnamization. On the one hand the 
concept is approved on all sides, except 
by those who simply want to abandon 
South Vietnam. On the other hand, 
criticsof Mr. Nixon charge that the idea 
is essentially phoney: the United States, 
they say, is in fact in charge of the war, 
and Thieu is our puppet. 


A couple of years go by and. under 


Vietnamization. in fact. United States 
troops are reduced by almost 95%. And 
on a couple of crucial matters, it is 
demonstrated that Thieu is not our 
puppet. But on the matter of the 
bombing, as also of the naval blockade, 
it is clearly the United States, not 
Saigon, that makes the decision. Why? 
Because the bombers and the bomber 
pilots are ours to command. Why? 
Well, because we just aren't in the 
business of turning bombers 
and 


bomber pilots over to another govern- 
ment to direct. Why? 


True Vietnamization would demand 


exactly that, subject as I say to the 
overall limitations imposed on the use 
of American materiel. The bombers 
should be leased to the South Viet- 
namese, and pilots should be recruited 
as mercenaries, the cost obviously 
borne by us, even as the Russians bear 
the whole cost of provisioning ihe 
aggressive legions of the north. Hard to 
do, granted, hut worth it. 


Running own show 


In due course the world would no 


more have held the United States re- 
sponsible for the bombing of Hanoi 
than it scorns to hold Russia responsible 
for the northern assault on Hue. It did 
not take Thieu long to establish that he 
is not our lackey. It would not take long 
of rthe South Vietnamese to establish 
that they are running their own mili- 
tary show. 


And if they were, who would raise his 


voice to criticize their bombing of 
Hanoi? Let the keepers of pure 
democracy disdain the pedigree of 
President Thieu — so what. Who ever 
elected Charles do Gaulle to lead the 
Free French? They can write their 
books and make their speeches, but in 
fact Thieu is the do facto head of a 
country resisting naked aggression 
financed by two major communist 


powers and we are pledged and 
repledged, under Vietnamization, to 
give them the tools to do the job. 


It is too late for Mr. Nixon to turn to 


his advantage at this juncture the ap- 
peal of a true Vietnamization, but not 
too late for him to go through the very 
real motions of sharing military 
authority with Saigon, on the way to 
giving Saigon the principal tactical 
authority over the use of such military 
weapons as are needed to accomplish 
the objective. Meanwhile, an adjust- 
ment in the rhetoric is overdue: it is the 
South Vietnamese, in effect, who are 
hitting the North Vietnam military 
bases. We are merely surrogates in the 
operation. That is the meaning of Viet- 
namization.

9-2. also was a believer afterward, 
calling the Trojans the greatest college 
football team he'd ever seen "because of 
their enormous balance." 


Anthony Davis, Southern Cal's sen- 


sational sophomore tailback, gained 157 
yards and scored what proved to be the 
winning touchdown on a 20yard, third 
quarter run that made the score 21 -10. 


"I felt they were keying on me," Davis 


said of the Ohio State defense. "They 
keyed on me and it helped our passing 
game open up. Also, our passing game 
opened up the run." 


Quarterback Mike Rae said the 


Buckeyes were not a bad defensive 
team, "but they were worried about 
Anthony Davis and our wide receivers."

^Clemente killed 
on mercy flight 
to Managua 


SAN JUAN, P.R. (AP) — Puerto Rico's 


governor-elect canceled festivities for 
his inauguration today as the island 
joined the U.S. sports world in mourn- 
ing Pittsburgh Pirate outfielder Roberto 
Clemente. 


The 38-year-old Puerto Rican athlete 


— whose long, lashing bat, speedy 
baserunning and leaping catches 
earned him about $150,000 a year — was 
declared dead in the crash Sunday night 
of a plane taking off with relief supplies 
for earthquake victims at Managua, 
Nicaragua. Four others aboard the 
plane also died in the crash. 


Gov.-elect Rafael Hernandez Colon 


canceled the inaugural ball and all other 
social activities of his swearing-in. He 
takes over today from Gov. Louis A. 
Ferre, who ordered three days of official 
mourning. 


"He was one of the greatest persons I 


knew," said John Gallbreath, the 
Pirates' board chairman. "If you have to 
die, how better could your death be 
exemplified than on a mission of 
mercy?" 


Bill Virdon, the Pirates' manager, 


predicted baseball reporters would vote 
Clemente into the Cooperstown, N.Y., 
Hall of Fame as soon as the five-year 
waiting period is up. 


"His marvelous playing skills rank 


him among the truly elite," said Baseball 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn. "And what 
a wonderfully good man he was.... He 
had about him the touch of royalty." 


Clemente was named on Christmas 


Eve to head Puerto Rico's earthquake- 
relief effort. He had visited Nicaragua a 
few weeks before as manager of an 
amateur baseball team participating in 
a tournament at Managua. 


Sources at the San Juan airport said 


the four-engine DC7 plunged into the 
ocean as it was making a sharp left bank 
after takeoff. The plane was owned by a 
San Juan air-cargo operator. 


Six-foot waves hampered the search 


in waters a mile and a half north of the 
airport. The Coast Guard said a suitcase 
and some wreckage was found and the 
search was to continue today. 


A Port Authority official said the

Geisel, the pilot: Arthur Rivera, copilot 
and owner; Rafael Matias, the flight

Holiday blues real

WINNEBAGO — Felt slightly let down New 


Year's Day without quite knowing why? 


Well, chances are you were normal, even if 


you weren't too heavily into the celebration the 
night before. 


There's nothing unusual about the post 


holiday mini-blues. Most everyone, including 
psychiatrists, gets them to some extent, says a 
Winnebago State Hospital psychiatrist. 


"The business of 'tis the season to be jolly' 


and all of that is a bit of a fantasy view of 
Christmas," according to Dr. Darold A. Tref- 
fert. "When it's over, we may all wind up feeling 
a little gypped." 


There is apt to be a natural letdown at the 


end of an event that most people look forward 
to as eagerly as they do Christmas. 


"Beyond that," Treffert said, "there's what I 


call the 'Is That All There Is?' syndrome, where 
Christmas somehow didn't quite live up to our 
expectations of what it was going to be." 


Maybe the kids had the flu, someone was 


grouchy and the toy train didn't work like the 
catalog said it was supposed to. 


"Of the fantasies that surround all our 


holidays," the psychiatrist noted, "there is more 
of an aura about Christmas, going all the way 
back to childhood when it was a time of great 
anticipation." 


Increasingly, he believes, people "are 


experiencing an emptiness at Christmastime 
that they think ought not to be there." 


Some maintain it's because Christ has been 


left out of Christmas; others think it has to do 
with the hypocrisy of a world in turmoil but 
talking once a year about "peace on earth, good 
will to men." 


Treffert said another dynamic contributing 


to "day after doldrums" is that Christmas 
brings many families a little closer together 
than at any other time of the year. 


"Then there is the morning after feeling that 


this has now come to an end, that it's back to 
business as usual, which produces all over 
again an actual or psychological distance 
among members of the family." 


Treffert said the few days at year's end, like 


birthdays, are benchmarks of life, a time for 
looking both backward and forward. 


"Then some fairly universal dynamics occur. 


When we look backward, we have this sense of 
what might have been rather than what ac- 
tually was —and what might have been seems 
to outweigh what was." 


The psychiatrist said the resulting resolve to 


do better is healthy. 


He said post-holiday and birthday let-downs 


tend to increase as we get older and'realize that 
there are fewer Chriscmases, New Year's Eves 
and birthdays left to us. 


Treffert described the traditional New Year's 


Eve ritual as "a bit of an overdetermined 
response to reality," and its alcoholic overtones 
as an attempt "to anesthetize ourselves against 
having to face another benchmark in our lives. 


"Most of us," he added, "would rather spend 


New Year's Eve with a lot of other people than 
by ourselves, because in the company of others 
there is some kind of dilution of the symbolic 
gravity of the moment. 


"The revelry bit serves as a sort of group 


reassurance that what's ahead is going to turn 
out all right, and I suppose that the dynamics of 
that are okay. 


"But our way of coming at New Year's Eve 


tends to make the moment a rather cheap one 
by ritualizing it in a way that doesn't really befit 
the occas'on. 


"My feeling about that," Treffert added, "is 


that I see so many people who live only in the 
past and bypass what's happening at present." 


Treffert said the mentally healthy person, on 


New Year's Eve or at any other time, is the one 
who can savor the good things of the past, 
enjoy the present and look forward to the 
unknown future without undue apprehension.

The village is past the extended DNR 


abatement deadline of Dec. 1, 1972, and 
wants to proceed either alone or with 
the three-unit agreement, he said. 


Linssen said the village was asking 


the sanitary district and the state park's 
officials to sign a consensus memoran- 
dum agreeing to enter the joint treat- 
ment program with Sherwood if the 
village goes ahead. The village will 
inform the DNR when it sends in its 
plans that it would like to proceed alone 
if the memorandum isn't signed. 


Under the joint arrangement, the 


village would build a lagoon-type 
treatment plant on about 40 acres of 
land it has the option for east of the 
village in the Town of Woodville. plus 
connect the park and district collection 
systems to the collection system the 
village intends to build. Capital and 
operating costs would be shared 
equally. 


The village has been under pressure 


to meet DNR deadlines, the original one 
being May, 1971, but hasn't been able to 
reach agreement with the sanitary dis- 
trict, made up of residences, and the 
park, a small contributor. The district 
has been using two lagoons for dis- 
posal, but apparently faces some 
problems as the lagoons were filled to 
capacity during a period this past fall. 
Also, the contract for renting the 
lagoons runs out next year. 


The village also has faced difficulties 


with the Farmers Home Administration 
(FHA) 
which earlier rejected its plans 


for a mechanical plant, because of ex- 
pense. 


However, FHA has indicated that 


money probably would be available for 
the lagoon-type system now designed 
by next fall, and if bids could be let then 


the new plant could be operating bv the 
fall of 1974. 


The tentative costs for the program 


would be about $414,000 for the village 
collection system and $202.000 for the 
lagoon treatment plant.

Grover, in private life a doctoral

said, he would back a constitutional 
amendment to make such a plan legal. 


He says he supports sex education in 


public schools as well, but adds, "that 
depends on what type of sex education 
you are talking about." 


Rogers says that he has seen some 


plans which he cannot endorse because 
of the course content, barkening back 
to Fox Valley controversies over the 
content of some sex education courses 
advanced in parochial schools there. 


A bulwark of his campaign is ex- 


pected to be an appeal to property 


taxpayers in the state and resistance,to 
the groxving militancy of teachers 
expressed by the WEA, which now 
pushes an image as a teacher's union. 


Taxpayers, says Rogers, "have been 


excluded from the educational policies 
of this state for too long.

U.S., Soviets accused 
of trying to split world 


BANGKOK (AP) - The general 


secretary of the World Council of 
Churches accused the United States 
and the Soviet Union today of using 
their power to divide the world into 
spheres of influence and of being in- 
volved in all the tragic conflicts of 
recent years. 


Dr. Philip Potter, speaking at an 11- 


day conference of the council, told 300 
church leaders from 96 countires: 


"We have seen many wars in which 


these powers have been involved in 
Vietnam, India, Pakistan. Nigeria, the 
Middle East, the Sudan and elsewhere. 


"No nation, however weak or insig- 


nificant, has escaped or can escape the 
bloody clutches of the great powers." 


Dr. Potter also charged that Chris- 


tians have become ambivalent about 
violence. He spoke of violence in exist- 
ing constitutional systems and the 
counterviolence of those seeking 
liberation from the injustice of those 
systems. 


"When Africans, Asians and Latin 


Americans decide to use violence 
against the repressive attitudes and 
actions of foreign powers or the regime 
which rule them. ... thev are tacitly 


urged by Westerners to be docile and 
forebearing," he said. 


Although the church no longer is a 


power among the world powers, the 
general secretary said, church leaders 
must respond to world conflicts first by 
recognizing the problems and then by 
trying to solve them by peaceful means. 


He called for a new dialogue among 


world religions to deal with the world's 
conflicts. 


"Dialogue has become a 
major 


element in witnessing to our faith," he 
said. "Through dialogue, giving and 
receiving, all men are enabled to better 
understand their faith and to com- 
municate it." 


The conference, which continues

Vision of 
pilot was

ST.PETERSBURG, Fla. (AP) - A 


federal flight surgeon says the eyesight 
of the pilot of an Eastern Air Lines jet 
that crashed into the Everglades last 
Saturday had deteriorated from 20-40 to 
20-100 in a six-month period, the St. 
Petersburg Times reports. 


A Federal Aviation Administration 


surgeon said the tumor found in Capt. 
Robert A. Loft's brain by a medical 
examiner could have been pressing 
against his eye nerves enough to affect 
his vision, the newspaper reported 
Monday. 


Eastern Air Lines has said, however, 


that the copilot, not Loft, was at the 
controls of the jet when it crashed. 


A vision of 20-20 is considered perfect 


for a person reading an eye chart at 20 
feet. If, at 20 feet, a person can read only 
the letters large enough to be visible to 
the normal eye at 40 feet, he has 20-40 
vision. 


According to the unnamed surgeon. 


Loft could see only letters big enough to 
be identified by the normal eye at 100 
feet. 


But the surgeon added that witnesses 


could not recall any signs that the tumor 
might be affecting Loft's ability to fly 
the plane. 


The bell-shaped tumor was found in 


an autopsy conducted during the 
weekend in Miami, the paper said. 


The newspaper did not say whether 


Loft had been ordered to take corrective 
action or whether he had taken any on 
his own. 


Eastern requires its pilots be given a 


physical examination every six months, 
the Times reported. 


The Times said in today's editions 


that an Eastern technical specialist, 
Angelo J. Donadeo, was in the belly of 
the Lockheed 1011 with second officer 
Donald Repo when the plane crashed. 


Donadeo, interviewed in a hospital in 


Hialeah, said he was riding in the jump 
seat in the back of the cockpit when the 
captain noticed that his flight panel 
indicated there was a problem with the 
nose gear light. 


Donadeo said that, as the plane 


circled away from its scheduled landing, 
he and Repo slid into a small compart- 
ment under the cockpit to check the 
landing gear, the Times reported. 


On the TriStar, there is a small win- 


dow in the belly of the plane that would 
allow the two to see whether the landing 
gear and its lights were operating, the 
newspaper said. 


Donadeo said, "I didn't quite get to 


the window" before the plane crashed, 
"and that's the last thing I remember." 


Repo, the flight engineer, died Sun- 


day from injuries suffered in the crash.

vately but strongly advised to prepare 
far in advance for a post-settlement 
political career which for the first time 
will pit him publicly and openly against 
hard-nosed opponents. The advice boils 
down to these essentials: 


1. Thieu, now occupying the far right 


in Vietnamese politics, must move 
sharply toward the center. 


2. To show his willingness to shift 


some of his power from the inner clique 
of generals and province chiefs who 
now surround him to a more broadly 
based constituency, Thieu shou!d be 
prepared to fire his more notoriously 
corrupt political allies.. 


3. Even if the final peace agreement 


fails to carry a proviso compelling him 
to release some 40,000 or so political 
prisoners (including many Communist 
agents). Thieu must open the prison 
gates to thousands of them. To refuse, 
highly placed 
American experts 


believe, would be to hand the Com- 
munists a glittering issue that could 
undermine his popularity and destroy 
him. 


That popularity today is at its highest 


point. Even by conservative estimates, 
a genuinely free election in South Viet- 
nam would overwhelmingly reelect 
Thieu. 


But the foundation of his popularity 


has been his role as champion of South 


Vietnamese nationalism, effectively 
battling both Communists in Hanoi and 
Americans in Washington. 


Once a settlement is reached, that 


foundation could crumble. Thieu will 
become an incumbent president with 
no hot war to use as a rallying point 
either for his army or his people, beset 
with huge economic problems and for 
the first time stripped of active help 
from Washington. Instead of umbrella 
protection against every adversity, 
Washington will supply only economic 
aid, a few technicians and limited mili- 
tary aid. 


Can plan his strategy 


But the element of time is now 


working for Thieu. With a settlement 
apparently weeks or months in the 
future, he can begin to plan a political 
style and strategy to fit the open poli- 
tics of a new era. in which Communist 
and pro-Communist politicians, un- 
derground for 20 years,.will suddenly 
find equal access to the press, the 
speaker's platform and political or- 
ganization. 


The element of time is coicial. Thus, 


when Henry Kissinger arrived in 
Saigon last Oct. 19 with the peace for- 
mula he had just worked out with Le 
Due Tho in Paris, neither Thieu nor 
U.S. Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker had 
the faintest idea what he was bringing 
with him. 


Thieu was stunned when Kissinger 


opened.up his surprise package, not so 
much by its content, but because — 
according to the Washington-Hanoi 


plan —it would take effect within a few 
weeks. 


In retrospect, some highly-placed 


American officials believe that Thieu's 
screams of diiguish had two purposes: 
first, and least important, his hope of 
forcing changes in the package; second, 
and far more important, to give him 
time to prepare for the ceasefire. 


One auch official told us: "Thieu's 


nightmare was a sudden ceasefire, 
mass defections from his army as the 
boys ran home to plow their fields and 
utter 
disorganization inside 
his 


government." 


The deadlock in the peace talks — 


which Thieu powerfully helped bring 
about — has given him more time. His 
problem now is to use it wisely in 
preparation for the radically trans- 
formed politics that lies ahead. 
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
